Punjab  Minister  for  Law  Rana 
Snnaullah  reportedly  said  an  initial 
investigation  of  allegations  of  the  Quran 
being  blasphemed  indicated  "there  has 
not  been  any  incident  of  desecration." 

Because  of  the  earlier  assault  in  Korian, 
Pakistani  officials  were  already  in  the  area 
and  had  sought  reinforcements  to  help  con¬ 
trol  die  August  1  demonstration  in  Gojra, 
but  secunty  forces  were  slow  to  respond, 
according  to  CLAAS.  "There  were  unac¬ 
countable  people  in  the  mob  and  they  were 
out  of  control  because  only  four  police  con¬ 
stables  were  trying  to  stop  foe  mob  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  people,"  a  CLAAS  report  said. 

Crowd  size  and  attacks  grew,  and 
Islamists  managed  to  block  main  roads  and

Police,  however,  were 
reluctant  to  release  the 
detained  Christians. . 

"Some  Christian  vil¬ 
lagers  then  said,  'We  are 
also  criminal  because  we 
believe  in  Christ  like 
Habibur  Rahman  and  foe 
other  two  Christians,’" 
Rahman  said.  "They  told 
police,  'If  you  do  not 
release  them,  then  arrest 
us  and  put  us  in  jail  '" 
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The  first  question  the  police  comman¬ 
der  asked  him,  Rahman  said,  was,  "Why 
did  you  become  Christian?"

The  frenzied  mob  called  for  Rahman  to 


broadcast  messages  that  those  "who  love 
Muhammad  and  Islam  should  gather  with 
them  to  defend  foe  Islam  because  it  is  in  dan- 
gee"  according  to  CLAAS. 

Asam  Masih,  a  Christian  in  Gojra, 
said  that  that  women  and  children  were 
severely  burned  and  had  no  wav  to  get 
to  a  hospital,  according  to  Cl.AAS, 
which  was  helping  to  transport  victims 
for  medical  care.  Islamists  set  on  fire  a 
Catholic  church  on  Sumandri  road  and 
destroyed  it  using  firearms  and  explo¬ 
sives,  according  to  CLAAS. 

Meanwhile,  police  in  western 
Bangladesh  tortured  a  pastor  and  two 
other  Christians  for  legally  proclaiming 
Christ  as  their  Lord  and  Savior.

Police  blindfolded  them  after  reaching 
the  camp  and  took  them  to  three  sepa¬ 
rate  rooms.  "I  heard  blood-curdling 
scream  from  other  rooms,"  Rahman  said. 
"I  was  sitting  on  foe  floor  blindfolded.  I 
could  not  understand  what  was  happen¬ 
ing  around  me. 

"Later  several  police  came  to  me  and 
one  of  them  kicked  me  on  foe  back  of  my 
head,  and  my  head  ricocheted  off  foe 
wall.  They  also  kicked  my  waist." 

Ordering  him  to  say  how  many  people 
he  had  converted  to  Christianity  in  foe 
Muslim-majority  nation,  foe  commander 
said  he  would  kick  him  a  like  number  of 
times.
